L. (Tex) Rickard, internationally 
known sports promoter, went on 
trial here today charged in four in- 
dictments with criminal assault on 
two young girls and abduction of 
two others. The case was before 
Justice Isidor Wasservogel, of the 
State Supreme Court. 


The court room and 'even the 


corridors were jammed' with men 
and women, fight devotees and 
friends of Rickard. The sporting 
man was on hand early and smiled 
as he greeted men and women 
friends. He appeared easy in mind 
and chatted with bis attorney. Max 
Steuer. 
While there are four in- 


dictments against Rickard, it was 
decided to take up first the one 
charging assault upon 15-year-old 
Sarah Schoenfeld.
